C. W. Peters Hurt As

ENGINE ON WAY 
BACK FROM FIRE 


C. W Peters, 55, a retired farm er 
residing near Biglerville, suffered a 
fractured pelvis this morning at 7 
o’clock 
when 
the 
automobile

which he was riding was struck by 
th? Biglerville fire truck which was 
returning from a chimney fire at 
the home of Robert G arretson, a 
mile and a half north of Biglerville 
Peters was brought to the W arner 
hospital where he was said to be 
resting as comfortably as could be 
expected, although a fractured pel­ 
vis is always considerd serious. 
Peters was riding in a car driven 
by Charles A. Cleave*-, 60, who works 
on the Peters farm 
The two men started from Peters 
home after a fire was reported at 
the home of Robert G arretson They 
had gone about IOO yards on the 
Biglerville road when they noticed 
truffle 
returning 
from 
the 
fire. 
whereupon 
they decided 
to turn 
buck. 
Made Left T urn 
As the car neared the road lead­ 
ing into Peters’ home, Cleaver asked 
his companion if it was all right to 
make a left-hand turn from the 
main highway. 
Peters is said to 
have replied in the affirmative. 
As Cleaver’s machine started to 
make the turn It was struck by the 
fire truck, driven by John W Dear- 
dorff. Biglerville. 
Peters was thrown out of the car 
und caught between the m achine 
and a steep em bankm ent along the 
highway

Three young men, returning home 
from the G ettysburg-B icknell foot­ 
hill I sam e here. Saturday aft m oon 
were injured, one seriously, when 
tlx* car in which they were riding 
sideswiped another machine at Twin 
Bridges on the Harrisburg road The 
accident occurred at 5:30 o'clock 
Gilbert Hollern, 28, of Harrisburg, 
the most seriously injured, is in the 
W arner hospital here suffering from 
concussion of the brain and contu­ 
sions on the face and body. 
He was a passenger in a car owned 
and operated by A rthur H Elrick. 
37, of Steelton, who suffered lacera­ 
tions of tile face, neck and hands 
and contusions on the right knee. 
Jam es O’Donnell. 25. also of Steel­ 
ton. had hts forehead lacerated.

Maltby 
Mudding, ' Used 
By 
Senators For Years, 
In 'Being Razed.

W ashington—Another old stru c­ 
ture on capitol hill, rich In m em ­ 
ories. has fallen In the hands of a 
wrecking crew— 
The Maltby building, just n o rth ­ 
west of the capitol, for 17 years 
used by United States senators for 
their offices, is being razed in the 
new plaza park development which 
will surround the federal legislative 
and judicial establishm ents. 
In 1889, when H arrison was in ­ 
augurated, the Maltby house was 
one of the leading hotels. 
It was 
the center of activity of the vari­ 
ous state delegations for the in­ 
auguration ceremonies. 
Three year 
later, 
however, the 
senate took it over to provide pri­ 
vate offices for members. 
F resh­ 
m an senators were assigned there 
for the quarters were considered 
less 
desirable 
th an 
those in th e 
capitol. 
Four Remain 
Henry Cabot Lodge, of M assachu­ 
setts, once had his offices in the 
Maltby. 
O thers were Joseph Bailey 
of Texas, Robert La Follette, Sr., of

M ontana. Edward D W hite, of Lou­ 
isiana, later chief justice 
of 
the 
United States; Jam es K. Jones, of 
Arkansas. John P. Jones, of Nevada, 
M atthew Quay, of Pennsylvania, D a­ 
vid B. Hill, of New York, and others.
